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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-21 are allowable over the prior art of records. 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: Claims 1, 8, 15 are allowable over the prior art of record 
because the prior arts, cited in its entirety or to combine any of the prior arts, do 
not teach a processor being operable to generate request properties for requests in 
the first request format, the controller being operable to generate the requests in the 
first request format from the request properties, the translator being responsive to 
the request to start a transaction in the second format directed to the second station. 

The remaining claims, not specifically mentioned, are allowed for the same 
rationale as set for their dependent claims.
